How the English Repulsed the 
Egyptian Attack. 


Latest News From the Seat of War—Re- 
connoitering—Wolseley’s 
Movements. 


ISMAILA, September 10—Midnight. — We 
have not yet adv:neced beyond the ridge two 
miles north of Kassassin, but the outposts 
have been doubied and supported by in- 
fantry. 

GEN. WOOD. 

ALEXANDRIA, September 11.—Gen. Wood 
and stoff vesterday reconnoitered the coast 
from Ramleh to Aboukirin a steam barge 
One of the officers who recently deserted 
from Arabi’s army, and who accompanied 
them, asserts that a regiment at Mandara is 
prepared to desert at the earliest opportunitr. 
The firing heard last week behind the enemy’s 
position, which caused the supposition that 
dissensions had broken out in the camp, 
arose from the active drilling and fring 
practice of the new levies. Arabi Pasha has 
been at Tel el Kebir since the 25th of 
August. 

IT WAS A SURPRISE. 

KASSASSIN, September 11.—Prisoners re- 
port the object of Saturday’s operations was 
the capture of Kassassin, which it was be- 
lieved would be weakly defended. The Ezyp- 
tians lost over one hundred killed. The num- 
ber of wounded is unknown. There is little 
doubt that tke first attack came upon us in 
the nature of asurprise. About five o’ciock 
on the morning of the 30th, the Bengal Lan- 
cers, Who were out to set videttes, to 
their astonishment, found them- 
selves suddenly in the presence of 
three squad ons of the enemies’ cavalry 


and a number of infantrv advancing in regu- 
lar attack formation. Col. Pennington die- 
mounted his men and opened a gailing fire. 
The three squadrons of cavalry advanced to 
surround him, and being so hard pressed he 


mounted his men, aod charged the nearest 
body of the enemv with such fury that he 
killed ten ef them. Soon the rest of the 


regiment, 409 strong, came to the rescue. 
Thev found a picket of hu+sars, with mount- 
ed infa try aiready posted side by side, with 
the gailant party. 


The Morning Budget. 

LONDON, September 11.— There is some 
difficulty in regard to the signing of the 
drafttof the military convention. England 
claims that Turkish troops shall not be dis- 
embarked at Port Suid unless by order of 
Gen. Wolseley, while the Turks have proven 
their loyaltv by proclaiming Arabi a rebel. 


Arabi has expelled all Turks and Circassians 


from hiscamp. It is said that the canal at 
Ismailia has been diverted in accordance 


with the recommendations of European 
engineers in the employ of Arabi. Four 
Fgyptian offivers have surrendered at 
Ramlech. They state that 300 of 


Arabi’s men would do likewise, but they fear 
that the British would fire on them. In the 
engagement on Saturday 1,500 men crossed 
the desert from Salihiyeh and operated on 
the,right flank of the British. They had a 
Krupp battery which they handled very well. 
Oue gun was captured from them. There 
has been heavy cannonading lately in the 
direction of Aboukir and Kioutt. At day- 
break Sunday the English began to throw up 
rifle fits around Kasxassin in order to pre- 
vent Arabi Pasba approaching near enough 
to sheil F amp. The Hichland Brigade, 
which } left Ismailia on Saturday, 
only advanced ten miles. The weather 
was extremely hot and the men 


Two hundred men fell out 
of the ranks during Saturday’s march. It is 
learned from prisoners taken at Kassassin 
that Ali Pasha Fehmy led the attack of the 
enemy on Saturday, and the failure cannot be 
traced to any fauit of his. The position of 
the English at one time looked very critical, 
The superior accuracy of the English artil- 
lerymen and the flanking movement of Gen. 
Lowe’s cavalry won the day.

It is that men who have been leaders of the 
Republican party have conceded that.

Moreover should anew ticket be put up it 
could not be elected, for rather than be 
thrown overboard Cameron would use his 
influence in favor of the Democrats and elect 
Pattison. The tight stands in just this way, 
Cameron has made Beaver his personal can- 
didate, and has made an issueonhim. It 
is 1 life and death struggle. 
He will keep Beaver in the field, and thou- 
sands of dollars already collected will be used 
lavishly. He will thus stand at the heim, and 
sink or swim with the ship. With Pat- 
tison elected, be would still retain 
a portion of the Republican party. With 
Beaver out ofthe way and a new ticket in 
the tield he would find himself 
without any following whatever. He 
prefers, therefore, to take his chances with 
Beaver, and will defeat any efforts for a new 
ticket.

‘ LIMERICK, September 11.—Francis Hynes 
was hanged at 8 o’clock this morning. Hynes 
endured pinioning and recited his prayers 
calmly. Onlyaslight tremor was perceptsble 
immediately before the bolt was drawn. 

A large 
crowd outside the jail awaited the hoisting 
of the dlack flag, many praying 
for the convict’s soul. It is not 
known whether Hynes made a statement 
previous to his death, but it is certain that up 
to Sunday he denied any complicity in the 
murder. A military guard was held in readi- 
ness and 700 extra policemen from the north - 
ern counties were ¢drafted to Limerick in 
view of the possibility of a disturbance. Dur- 
ing Sunday prayers for Hynes were 
offered in many of the Catholic churches in 
the counties of Limerick and Clare.

Butler Bulldozes the Saturday 
Night. Meeting. 


Sessinghaus Still Hangs Fire in the 
Eighth District—Notes. 


At8 o’clock Saturday evening the Demo- 
cratsof the First Ward met at Turner Hall to 
fill the ward’s vacancy in the Congressional 
Committee from the Ninth District. About 
five hundred persons Were present. Ed. But- 
ler was most conspicuous as the head 
of a gang from the Gravois 
road and other outlying districts. 
Butler had been selected beforehand by the 
Broadhead crowd asthe proper chairman for 
the meeting, and the men from the Gravois 
road were there to electhim. Isaac Cowan, 
the Central Committeman, called the meeting 
to order and somebody put Ed. Butler in nom 
ination for presiding officer. Thenthe tun bes 


gan. Nine-tenths of the people pres- 
ent and nearly every resident of 
the ward were opposed to Butler. 


The men imported to do the voting shouted 
loudly forhim. The meeting was deciaedly 
opposed to him, but his crowd made such a 
noise that no other nomination could be heard. 
He was deciared elected, aithough calls were 
made from every side for a vote on the ques- 
tion. Then Butier came forward with a heavy 
cane in his hand. The meeting was opposed 
to him decidedly, but he silenced ali 
opposition by hammering on the table. 
Nominations for members of the Congressional 
Comittee were calied for, the meeting ail the 
time protesting against Butler and the manner 
in which he had been railroaded into office- 
Somebody put Richard J. Powers in nomiaa- 
tion, and the Gravois road crowd shouted a 
loud assept. Butler declared that nomina 
tions were closed, and appointed tellers, but 
as nobody was voting tor Powers, a mo- 
tion was made and carried only 
by the shoutin of the Butler 
gang, making the nomination by acclama ion. 
>carcely anybody fin the hall could tell what 
wus being done except Butler, so great the 
confusion, and Butler kept pounding tue tabie 
with his cane, and gesticulating like a wiid 
man, but to noeffect. AttersPowers had been 
nominated Chairman Butler himself 
made amotion toadjourn, andthe Gravois 
road crowd yeiied aye andfpeft the hall. 
Then the citizens ofthe ward yeid areguiar 
meeting. Geo. Anderson was nominated and 
elected chairman and Daniel Carroll was 
made secretary. Col. David H. Armstrong 
and Mr. RicLard J. Powers were put in —

The committee then went into a con- 
sideration of the State Senatorial vacan- 
cies and the time for holding the elections, 
SBNATORIAL ELECTIONS. 

The candidates tor State positions are as 
numerous as green bugs around an electric 
light.

Out of the thirty-four districts stx 
are within the city, viz.: the Twenty-ninth, 
Thirtieth, Thirty-first, lhirty-secona, Thirtyé 
third and Thirty-fourth 1 cts. In the 
Thirty second Ek. C. Cabell, the present in- 
cumbent, is again.a candidate, and his only 
riva! so far is F. A. U. MacManus, who is sure, 
as usual. that he wil elected. 

In the Tuirty-fourta District, Senator Nay- 
lor and J. J. McGarry are the only Democrats 
looking for the piace so far. There are no pre 
nounced candidates in the Thirtieth District. 
The Republicans have not yet made arrange- 
ments about primaries in regard to their elece- 
tions, and Republican candidates are as yet 
very searce. Toe morrats have arranged 
that when the deleg tes to the city co: ¥ a- 
tion shall have finisbed their labors they ena 
separate into the respective Senatoria! dis- 
ricts and neminate the candidates tor State 
Senator. 

IN THE EIGHTH DISTRICT. 


The Republicans of the Eighth District are 
still without a candidate for Congress. The 
question seems to be whether Gus. Seseing- 
haus willrunornot. He can get the nomina- 
tion if he wants it, but he is hanging 
back waiting to see what the aht 
in the Republican ranks will amount to. 
Sessinghaus has begun to understand that the 
Republicans want him as a candidate simpiy 
because he has the money to spend, and be 
bas spent so much already that he is begia- 
ning to be caretul about en ering on anotner 
doubtful fight. O'Neill has been working 
hard, and is confident that he can 
beat any man the Republicans may select.

The wholesale confiscation of the 
lands now held by private owners is impos- 
sibie where the owners or {persons interested 
in landed estates are a majority of the voters, 
and to acquire this land by purchase would 
pile up a debt on which all the rents received 
by the Government would not pay 
the interest, to say noting of the cost of im- 
provements, repairs, and thesalary of the 
greatarmy of stewards who would have to 
be employed to manage the tenants, collect 
the rents and look after the property gener- 
ally. Wehave madethe Government give 
away vast bodies of land it already held, and 
we are unwilling that it shall retaina single 
acre to the exclusion of a private citizen who 
is willing to assume the ownership and cul- 
tivation. Inthe Indian Territory we can 
see how land held in common remains un- 
improved and uncultivated, while all around 
in Texas, Arkansas and Kansas, farm houses, 
orchards, Villages and cultivated fieids are 
rapidly covering the whole face of the coun- 
try. Only the worst and most lawless class 
of whites are willing to oceupy, rent free, the 
land held as tribal property by the civilized 
Indians, and they cannot even rent its mag- 
nificent pasturages to the cattle men, who 
prefer to buy and fence ranches further 
from market where the land can be obtained 


and held in severalty.

Gypsies Camped in Town. 
From the New York Sun. , 

Eight families of Kugiish gypsies are en- 
camped behind a high board feuce at Broad- 
way and Fifty-ninth street, Tuey arrived 
yesterday from Germantown. They will re- 
main in camp for several months, and will 
ippear as supernumeraries in tbe play of 
Ine Romany Rye,“ which is to be brought 
ont at Booth’s Theater on September 18. Jn 
the daytime, except when they are engaged 
at matinees, they will receive visitors for a 
small admission fee, tell fortunes and sell 
and swap horses, of which they possess a 
large number, to say nothing of a surprising 
supply of dogs, kittens and babies with ear- 
rings and copper-toed shoes. Yesterday 
many Visitors entered the camp without pay- 
ing anything. There were school children 
with knickerbockers and satchels, a horse- 
dealer and a neighboring fire company. Half 
u dozen horses were run at a break- neck 
speed back and forth through the camp, 
in the interest of the horse-dealer, who 
finally drove off with one in a wagon 
calculated to insure the safety of the driver 
and to break the spirit of the most mettie- 
some steed. : 


The ladies of the camp went shopping as 
soon us they arrived in town. The men and 
the children remained. Allthe members of 
the band spoke English with a marked Covk- 
ney accent. Brosley Bill, a remarkably frisky 
evpsy of middie age, bearing a very striking 
resemblance to Uncle Bill Tovee, of Houston 
street, wore a single eye-giass, and sauntered 
and posed humorously. The flaps of half a 
dozen tents were lifted, exposing somewhat 
confused interiors, and wagons filled with 
bedding ana quantities of picturesque miscel- 
lady stood round about. Red-cheeked and 
grimy ebildren sat tn the small patches of 
shade cast by the wagons, pestering 
ihe kittens and eating green apples. 
he adult members of the band said 
‘hat green apples were harmless to gypsy 
ehi'dren. Pans of cauliflower and other 
commendable vegetables stood under 
the wagons, and one or two tripods were 
up and waiting for the pots provided for 
cooking the evening meal. A long row of 
horses with visible ribs which resembled 
gridirons stood about the edges of the camp, 
pointing their noses to the fence and whisk- 
ing their tails indoiently in the sun. Two 
of the women had not gone shopping. One, of 
advanced years,satin the shade smoking a 
black clay pipe, and the other, more youth- 
ful, sat nursing a gypsy sixteen inches in 
length. 

The camp covers twoscore of building lots, 
andis picturesque y broken by those rocks 
which are familiar in the upper parte of the

HORRIBLE HYDROPHOBIA. 


The Suffering and Death of a Pennsyl- 
vania Woman. 
Reading (Pa.) Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Gueker, the victim of hydro- 
ph obia, died this afternoon in terrible agony. 
She rested comparatively easy during last 
night, and her condition seemed somewhat 
improved this morning. She was kept under 
the influence of drugs all last night. She sat 
up in bed and leaned forward, with both her 
hands on the bed and her head resting down 


and against the post. In this position she 


seemed to feel more at ease. She refused 
to lie down, and said she would strangle 
if she did. Hypodermic injections cf 
morphia were made in her right arm near 
the spot that had been torn and lacerated by 
the dog. She remarked to a lady by her bed- 
side, “Oh, Maggie, stay with me ail night. I 
know I must die, and when I get to heaven 
Lil pray for you.” She remained awake al! 
night and was very much exhausted at 7 
o’clock this morning. Her two daughters, 
aged ten and twelve, were shortly afterward 
admitted to her room and a painful interview 
ensued. She told them it was their last 
meeting, as she would have to die. 

Subsequently she became very violent and 
at ROOD was iu terribie spasms, Her throat 
was paralyzed and the sight of water threw 
her into violent convulsions. After the 
spasm had sub-ided she became conscious 
aud remarked that she Was burning with ine 
ternal heat. She was Wet with perspiration 
and her efforts to get breath were 
terrible in the extreme. She gnashed 
her teeth in a snapping-like way. 
Crowds congregated in the vicinity and 
the sickening noises and groans brought 
tears to theevesof many women and cenhild- 
ren. Her fingers turned biack and biue. 
About 1 o’ciock came her iast conscious mo- 
ment. She gazed around her with a terrible 
look of despair. She believed “to the very 
last moment that she was dying of heart 
disease. 
dropped to oneside. She became quiet and 
her muscles relaxed. Her breath came short 
and quick. Considerable froth emerged from 
her mouth. A few mihutes before 2 o'elock 
she died from suffocation. 

Mrs. Gucker was bitten in the right forearm 
by a dog on June 29. An hour after she was 
bitten she summoned Dr. Louis De B. Kuhn, 
whose office is at 244 North Ninth street. The 
wound Was a deep one and was immediately 
cauterized by the docior, who also gave Mrs. 
Gucker a preparation to be taken internally. 
In twenty or thirty days the wound was 
healed, the medical treatment having in the 
meantime been continued, as wel! as the ap- 
Diication to the wound, and about four 
weeks ago the woman called at the doctor’s 
office and reported that her arm was as 
well as ever, exceot that a numbness 
was felt in the arm. This was regarded as 
the natural resuit of the injury sustained by 
the nerves, and Mrs. Gucker went avout her 
work us usual until Wednesday afiernoon. 
About 3 o’clock on Wednesday afternoon Dr. 
Kuhn was summoned to the residence of Mr. 
Martin, as Mrs. Gucker had suddenty been 
attacked with what she thought was valvular 
contraction of the heart, as a near relative 
bad died of heart disease about a year ergo. 
Mrs. Gutker, who stated to the paysician 
that she had been unable to sleep duiing the 
previous night, seemed to suffer from rbheu- 
matic pains inthe arm and ber back. She 
was also very much depressed, and exhibited 
unusual nervous symptoms. Medicine was 
Liven her, and after it a tablespoonfui of 
water. é 

From the manner in which she then acted 
it flashed upon the doctor that his patien: 
was siffering from hydropnobia. Al! tbe 
symptoms of the disease were manifest. She 
exhibited some aversion to the Water, but 
when asked if she was afraid of the water 
she answered that she was not, but that she 
was afraid of stifling—of losing her breath. 
From 3 o’clock Wednesday afternoon, at iu- 
tervals from five to ten minutes, she contin- 
ued to have paroxysms of about 4a minute’s 
duration. At these times it was impossible 
to hold her still, and her sufferings 
from the terrible maiady were dreadful. Up 
to 9 o'clock Wednesday evening she was abe 
to take liquid medicine. When the spasms 
subsided the woman recovered Conscious- 
ness perfectly. She showed great will-pow- 
er in her efforts to control her extreme her- 
vousness. Her only fear was that she would 
become stifled, as any attempt to swallow 
necessitated great efforts. Al 7 o’ciock last 
eveuing Dr. Kuhn and Dr. W. Murray Weid- 
mau held a consultation. A hypodermic in- 
jection of morphia was administered, after 
which time the woman seemed somewhat 
calmer. The dog that bit her was owned at 
the time by Anthony Vogleman, a baker at 
933 Walnut street, but 1¢ had formerly be- 
longed to Mrs. Gucker.

Notning could have been happier than the 
voyage to Martinique. While there I dispos- 
ed of my cargo to considerabie advactage, 
and looked forward to equally profitable 
transactions at St. Marc's. ~The labors on 
board the bark were very easy; my crew of 
eleven men, picked scilors, were «il Danes 
except two, who were Russian Finns. 
To find my wife and five men sud- 
denly afflicted with the terrible scourge was 
a dreadful blow, but I didnot despair. I bad 
a stock of medicines on board and the sick 
had every possible attention. To no avai',how- 
ever. On one day three corpses to bury, one 
that of the woman who was my dearest frieod, 
wife and companion. By that time every- 
pody on board was sick. Cofflus could not 
be made. and the dead had to be sewed up in 
canvas and thrown into the sea. Three more 
dead in rapid succession, and the rest of the 
crew growing daily weaker and weaker.
